It  affords  your  Committee  untold  satisfaction  to  be 
enabled  to  give  so  cheering  a  report  of  the  schools  in  town 
for  the  past  year.  The  schools  have  generally  been  a  suc- 
cess. It  is  self  evident  that  sound  learning  is  on  the  in- 
crease. The  standard  of  scholarship  is  ascending,  hence 
a  demand  for  more  experienced  teachers,  although  some 
of  our  less  experienced  ones  have  evinced  superior  tact 
and  ability-  The  Prudential  Committee  have  usually  been 
discreet  in  the  employment  of  teachers,  yet  we  would 
urge  them  to  consult  the  highest  educational  interests  of 
their  districts  rather  than  those  of  a  personal  character. 
and,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  see  that  the  demands  of 
their  schools  are  fully  met.  We  would  suggest  to  the  pa- 
rents the  importance  of  frequently  visiting  their  schools 
as  a  manifestation  of  their  interestedness  in  literary  cul- 
ture which  would  both  encourage  the  pupils  and  act  as  an 
incentive  to  earnest  exertion  in  educational  pursuits.
